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eA true-loues knot. 


S there is nothing of 
more moment (in humane conſide- 
rations) for the advancement of teli- 
gion, then the ſuppottance, fauoure, 
and protection of potent Princes and 
States, who ate or ought to be ur- 
” ſeing Fathers aud nur ſeing Mothers 
to this end: ſoe there is nothing of more moment to ina- 
ble the Kingdome of greate Brittanie and the Ynited 
Provinces to be ſuch (ſince the cheefe burthen and ho- 
not of this worke lies vpon their shoulders) then to vni- 
te themſclues in perfect amitie togither. The enemye 
both to our Religion and State ſeemes to obſetue this 
be itet then out ſelues; ſince they haue vſed all endeau- 
ors to make breaches betwixt vs, and to keepe vs off 
from cach other at an vnprofitable diſtance , where the 
force of out cold amitie could haue no powrefull effect 
to aſſiſt each other, or oppoſe them. They haue preuai- 
led very farte to ihit end, eſpecially vpon that part where 
they had leaſi hope, and where they imployde the leaft 
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force of heir witt, I meane vpon the Netherlandish fide 
where jelouſic (to ſce vs treate with the enemyc) hath 
cauſcd many peoplg in the Ynited Provinces to behaue 
themſelues towards vs, as Coy Dames vic to doe, who 
thiake to winne their louets to more longing , by rude 
tricks of vnkindenes, 

I intend not to repeate the uctziculues , leaſt I should 
be thought, rather to reviue old quarrel's by renucing 
there memorie, then to ſtop farther breaches by burying 
all fomer iniurics in obliuion. Vet I muſt Gy, that if they 
should thinke, wee put vp thoſe affronts offered to our 
Nation in Groenlant and the caſt Indyes, cy:her out of 
feate of their ſtrength , or out owne weakenes , they 
hould iniutie vs no leſſe in the conceit, then they haue 
done in the act. Religion only hath bownd our hands, 
and wee ate ſatisſied that the State doth diſclame it, and 
caſt it vpon priuate perſons; otherwiſe wee were as well 
able to ſcourge them, as to defend them from ſcoutging. 
It were an ingratefull part in them, whilſt wee indaoger 
our (clues by houlding vp theire chinncs, to keepe them 
from ſincking, that they Should with their hecles kick vs 
vndet water. But becauſe wee beleeve and know, that 
theſe wronges proccede not from the State, but fiom 
ſuch perſons (tor the moſt part on both ſides) as loue 
Mammon better then Chriſt, and count gaine the only 
god yneſs, therefore wee ate not apt to heare ot belecue 
all that is ſuggeſted, nor to (ce all that is true, but io 
hope and promiſe our ſelues beitet vic for the future; 
ſince they knowe and muſt confeſs, that neyther them- 
ſelues, not the proudeſt or potenteſt Nation vpon earth, 
can ypon equall terms (without politick ſurptiſall) aſ- 
ſure themſelues to beate ys and be our Maſtcrs;nor dare 
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(without manifeſt advantage) proucke vs to the ttiall. # 
But ſince humor hath beene ſoe ſtird vpon both ſides, 
that Prudence and moderation hath had enough to doe 
to keepe vs from breaking out into blowes, it was a time- 
ly worke of wiſedome in their State to ſecke to ſtop the 
gap, and a grations worke of our prudent prince to giue 
them audience ( notwithſtanding the contrarie noiſe 
which buz d about his cares) and to renue that ancient 
league berwixt vs, which was like to breake into en mi- 
tie. The foole hardy can charge hotly and ingage a State 
in warte, it muſt be the wiſe and aduiſed who only know 
how to make an honorable retreite, It is fit vpon both 
ſides, that now this league is renued, wee should be 
more catefull hereafter to preſerue it, then heeretofore 
wee haue beene. And to indeere the merrit of our State 
in this reſpeQ, it is fit to touch vpon ſome particulars 
whereby our Kindenes to them may be diſcerned, thet · 
by to beget reciprocal] kindenes in them toward vs, 
1, Obſcrue firſt wee were the parties wronged , and 
they the wrongers : yet they ſtood ſtifly out and fought 
no teconcilement, till wee vnderhaud, ſeeing their neceſ. 
ſitie, both inticed them to ſeeke, and allured them to 
finde what they ſought. Heerein, being their ſuperiors in 
force, wee shewed our (clues not to be their inferiors in 
wiſedome , which the wiſeſt amongſt them will ac- 
knowledge, though the weake will not ſee it, butattri, 
bute all to our duty; as if they ouer-creached vs in wit, 
when it is only wee that ouct-teach them in Kindenes, 
2, Obſerve the motion of the whole body of the State in 
Parliament, the concurrance of Nobles, Clergie,aud Com- 
mont in this caſe of theirs; their humbic carneſt and 
vnanimous ſutite to his Majeſlie for this end, theit ſpee- 
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y andcarefull (that I may not ſay curious) penning of 
the Lawe for their aſſiſtance , equally as for our one 
„Kingdomes, in theſe wordes, Moſt gratious ſouveteigne, 
„wee your Majeſties moſt humble, faithfull, and loucing 
„ ſubjectes, by your Royal authoritic now aſſembled in 
„ your high Cut of Patliament, haueing centred into ſeti- 
„ ous and due conſideration of the weightie and moſt im- 
»» portant cauſes, which at this tyme more then at any other 
u tyme heeretofore ,jdoe preſſe your Majeſtic, to a much 
„ greater expence and charge then your one treaſure a+ 

„ lone can at this preſent ſupport and manietaine; and li- 

| „ kewiſe of the iniuties aud indignities which haue beene 
| »» lately offered to your Maieſtie and your children, vader 
„ coloure and duteing the tyme of the Treatyes for the 
»» Marriage with Spaine, and the reſtitution of the Palati- 
„ nate, which in this Parliamant haue beene cleetely diſ- 
„ couverd and layed open vato vs, and withalll,what hum- 
| >» ble aduice, with one conſent and yoyce, wee haue giuen 

| „ vnto your Maieſtie, to diſſolue thoſe Treatyes which your 

| » Maicſtic hath beene gratioully pleaſed, to our exceeding 

| » joy and comfort, fully to yeeld vnto, and accordingly 
haue made your publique declaration for the reall and vt- 

| tet diſſolution of them, by meanes where of your Maic- 

| » {tic may be happilie ingaged in a ſudden watre: wee in all 

| „ humbleneſſe moſt ready and willing to giue vnto your 
„ Maicſtic, and the whole world, an ample , teſtimonie of 

»» our dutifull affeftons, and ſincere intentions to aſſiſt yow 

» thercin , For the maintenance of that warte that may 

„ heere vpon enſue, and more particularly for the defence 

„of this your Realms England, the ſecuteing of your 

» Kingdome of Ireland, the aſſiſtance of your Neighbours, 

„ the States of the united Provinces, and otheryour Maje - 
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tics friends andallics, And for — ſetting foonh of your 
Koyal Naxie , wee haue teſolued to giue for the preſent * 
the greateſt ayde which cucr was granted in Parliament, 
to be leiued in ſo shott-A tyme : And therefore wee doe 
humbly beſcech your Maieſtie, c. ts 

Thus yow ſee in the body of our Lawe the State f 
the vaited Provinces is ſpecially nominated, and ranged in 
vnion with his Maieſlies Kingdomes of Exgland and 
Ireland, and the gift limited for the defence eipecially of 
thoſe three, Which, though ſelfconceited eyes oucrſce, 
yet is argues much teſpect and loue; neyther doe l be- 
lecue they haue giuen or teceiued thelike acknowledge. 
ment before to ot from any other State; nor can wee re- 
dely finde in Hiſlotie the; like interchange of loue be. 
twixt fotteigue people, recorded, 

2. Obſcructhe moſt excellent Prince of Wales his for- 
wardnes and extraotdinatie diligence to accomplish this 
worke ; I date not ſay, whatſocuer I thinke, that the 
whole frame was firſt of his compoſute, but I am ſute he 
was a principall Agent ia the happy concluſion. 

3- Obſerue his Maieſtie how readely and gladly he gtã- 
ted when it cam to the vpshot : ſoe that he ſeemed to 
hold off before tor politique reſpectes; 

Firſt, to beget a feeleing in our friends of their owne 
eſtate, who did not, in his Maieſlies judgement , ſeeme 
ſenſible enough, fora long tyme, eythet of their owne 
danger, or of this his royall fauoure and benefite, 

Secondly, to make his owne ſubiectes the more eager 
and carneſt by the delay, and ſo giue them tyme to debate 
the buſineſſe, to vnderſtand the chatitiand vtilitie of 
the worke, and to open their purſes the wider, 


Thirdly: to ſecure the Enemye by this meancs, till all 
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were ready , that ſo wee might reflect ypon them, by a 
thinne and flight shadow the open and groſle iniutyes 
they had done vs before, vnder the couerture of treatyes 
and truſt, Now for the better vnderſlanding of his 
Maicſtes minde, in all pointes proportionable to this 
deſcription , I haue inſcrted his privy Counſels letter io 
the Lords Lifetenants of Sheeres in England, for the aſ- 
ſiſtinge of the Earls and, Commanders in rayſcing men 
within their ſeucrall Countyes, and that by his Majeſties 
ſpeciall direction, fot the ayde of the Ynited Provinces,

hippes, whereas the States Generall of the united 

Provinces haue by theyy Ambaſſadors humbly ſo- 
licited his Maieſlie as wel to renewe the anciant deftnſiue 
league betweene his Kingdomes and their Provinces, as 
alſo to permit them for the better confirmation thereof, to 
rayſe ſome good number of voluntary ſouldiers within his 
Dominions, to be imployed in theyr ſervice in theſe hatar- 
dous times, when the Emperour, and the Rowich Cathe- 
lique league are preparing, and drawinge downe towards 
theyr Countreyes, divers great and threatniug T roopes 
to joyne with thoſe Armies, that allreadie lye pon theyr 
frontiers ready to take the firſt opportunitie of advantage 
againſt them. And that hu Majeſtie in a conſtant pur- 
2 of the good amitie and correſpondentie with thoſe 
Provinces, hath treated , and concluded 4 league vvith 
theyr Ambaſſadors , and given way and permisfion for 
the rayſinge of ſix thouſand voluntary ſouldiers for theyr 
ſervice and asſiſtance,for theyr better ſtrength and defence 
againſt thoſe forces of the Emperour, and Romishe Catho- 
lique 
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lique league: Which his Maieſtie hath the rather aſſented 
te, in regard of his owne intereſt, both for ihe ſecurity of 
his owne Dominions,and the great part his ſonne in Law, 
his onely daughter, and his grand children haue in the 
preſervation of the Vnited Provinces where they now re- 
maine as refugers. And becauſe the time of the yeare is [0 
farre ſpen;, as it will be requiſite to wſe all posſible expedi. 
tion in the rayſing and tranſportation of theſe men, We 
hae thought it requiſite to giue your Lordshippes this 
intimation of his Maieſties good pleaſare , and aſſent for 


* thelevyinge of the ſayde vo luntaryes, 10 the end you may 


not onel permit, and further our very good Lordi, the 
Earles of Oxford, Southampton, and Eſſex, and the Lord 
Willoughby (appointed Collonelt) and for that purpoſe de- 

puted by the States Ambaſſadors, and ſuch other Captai 
nes, and — vnder them as they shall ſubſtitute, to 
leavy and take vp ſuch voluntary ſouldiers , as ball be 
vvilling to goe oner in theyr company; but that withall 
y0u aff oord them your beſt direction asſiltance, and fur- 
therance therein and give notice of this his Maieſties ples- 

fare to the deputie Lieutenantes, Inſtices of peace, and e- 
ther his Maieſties Miniſters within the precinct of your 

Lieutewancy T o which we doubt net, but you will all rea- 

dily and effettnally ap ply your ſelues both in reſpect of the 

generall canſe, and for the eaſe and benefit the Countrey 
will finde in bring disburthened of many ö per- 

ſons that now want imployment, and liue lewdly , or vn- 
profitably in the Countrey, And if any of thoſe volunte» 
ries chall after they haue accepted impreſſe money and ſo 
ingaged themſelues into the ſervice , withdrawe them- 
ſelugs, or runne away from theyr Captaines , or Condu- 
Hor his Maieſties pleaſure is, that pen any ſuch com- 
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lainte, you yeeld your beſt asſiſt ance for the apprehendinge 
— recoueringe of thoſe fegithves, and them to comit to 
priſon untill they ſubmit themſelues, or otherwiſe punish 
them, as is wſuall in ſuch caſes. And ſo we bid your 
Lordihippes hartly farewell. 20 of Tune, 1624.) 


4. Obſerue the Peoples willingnes generally to offer 
themſelues to this ſeruice, and the expreſſion of extraot- 
dinatye ioy aſſoone as they heard the Drummes beate, 


and that the intent of their intettaniement was publi- 


shed, to ſtrue the States of the Vnited Provinces againſt 
the King of Spaine and the Arch-Dacheſſe ; ſoe that 
theſe wordes were forced to be altered by command, for 
pteſeniſteſpects of State. 

. Obſetue the Nobles, and thoſe none of the meaneſt, 
ſtriucing for imployment in this warre, not for the gaines 
of theſe poore and (in compariſon of them)petty places, 
but to honor their Nation, ro shew the world am 
whiat people they were nobles, to defend religion and 
that State which ioynes with out owne to defend it, to 
countenance the cauſe, to deter the enemye, to hold the 
Common mag vpon the right fide, to aſſure the ad- 
verſe part what ayde he is to expect ſrom vs, and to ſtop 
the mouth of the clamorous Marchant, who, though he 
had iuſt cauſe rocrye, yet ciyes now in an vnſeaſonable 
tyme, and will therefore leatne to giue over vaine cla. 
moures whilſt he beholds the Peetes are ingaged in the 
wot ke which he would hinder, 

And heere I cannot but preſent this glaſſe to the vcw 
of many young Nobles and Gentiles in theſe parts of the 
Vnited Proyinces, who whilſt their Counttie is aſſaul- 
ted by 
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ted by malitious Enemyes, and defended by honorable 
frangeru, both of our and other Nations, fit till them- 
ſclues and lend no hand to helpe it, but hold it rather 4 
greate indignitie to be a ſouldiar. Theſe muſt needes be 
ignorant of their owne honorable rootes , which firft 
ſprungfrom Armes and muſt be by that moſt honorable 
profeſſion mainetained whereof thoſe ſwordes ate wit- 
neſſes which none but Gentlemen weare amongſt them. 
And lam petſwaded therefore, this groſſe and etfemina- 
te conceite, is bied amongſt them, eythet by their 00 
tender Moghers, who had rather ſee their Country petish, 
then io behold their children hazard themſelues for the 
ſafeguard of it; ot from theit Anabaptiſticall neighbours 
who ſuppoſe (erronioully)all armes to be Antichriſtian; 
ot from the Malignant papiſt, who though he hath the 
libertic of his conſcience amongſt them, yet becauſe he 
may not haue the free and publique exerciſe of his ſu- 
petſlition, wisheth the Spanish iron yoke ouet the neck of 
the Belgick yen, and detets his owne , and others, from 
their Countiyes ſetuice, and hates fuch to death, as ſetue 
to ſecure his libertic and life, 

But to returne to out matter, and to manifeſt out ge- 
nerall willingnes and allactitie for the vndertaking of 
there defence; I would neither haue the Common peo- 
ple ignorant,nor yet think vs ſo ſtupid not to vaderſtand 
the benefite of this defenſiue ayde ſent ouer to them at 
this preſent, which is greater then at firſt ſight itappeateth 
to all eyes. For beſides that wee helpe to defend there 
frontires at out owne charge, which all ſee , wee alſo 
ſpcad the meanes , which wee teceiue out of England, 
amongſt them alſo, ſo they haue the vſe both of our 
men and monye, which makes tradeing ſomething quic- 
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ker ſetting many trades on worke, and filling the pub- 
lique purſe ſomething fuller by exciſe and other dutyes, 
which all obſerue not. What ready mony hath beene diſ- 
burſed in their Countrie for Hats, Armies, and other ne- 
ceſſaties to furnish theſe troopes is apparant to all, and 
the laborious Tradeſman taſtes of the dooble benefite, 
and will bleſſe God for it, howeſoeuet the ignorant and 
inſoleat will not acknowledge to haue recciued heereby 
ſo much as a ſingle curteſie, For | heare them obiect, in 
ſcorne, that all this is not giues but lent , they muit repay 
it, True, asthey did the money for the Cantionaric 
townes of Flushing in Zeland,and the Btiell, in Holland, 
with the Caſtle of Ramekins in the Iſcland of Walthe- 
ren which came to 81 $000, which firſt vpon ſuite io his 
Maicſtic they inſtald for 40000 by the yeete, and conti - 
nued the paymet thereof for ſiue yeeres, but after, finding 
it heauy, they againe ſought eaſe of his Maieſtie, and gra- 
tioully obtayned a generall releaſe and poſſeſſion of their 
townes and Caſtle for the ſumme of 200000 payde to 
his highnefle , and of 25000, aſſigned by his Maieſties 


. bownty towards the reward of the Officers, Which aba- 


tement proceeded neither from out want (for then it had 
beene a moſt vnthankefull part in them , not equally to 
reſpe our want in the repayment, as wee did their ia 
the lending) not out of the exceſſe of their witt (as ſome 
would arrogantly haue 4) but out of . there humble 
ſuite, and his Maieſties grations and ready graunt: Who 
conſidering what became his honor would give rather 
then rective, and would not defraude that truſt which 
was tepoſed in his predeceſſsr,and ſo ſeccesſmnely in bim, 
but redeliuered the Keyes of their Country into their 
owne poſſeſſion againe, And this may teach them to ſec 
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that it is not in the power of one Stanly or one Torte, 
to ſtaine the honor of a Nation ; but they may as ſafely 
truſt vs, as themſelucs; prouided they be (ure of their re- 
ligion whome they truſt. If thcy be careles in admitting 
Captaynes and officers, they may well ſuſpeR ſuch ſo ad- 
mittted : but if they know them faithfull to God, they 
neede not doubt their fidelity to them. And it is not only 
ours;but all auer Nations, yea their mne moſt of all,vho 
ate to be ſuſpected and ſo hept from Command, if eythet 
they bee of wo religion or popishly affected: If of none, 
then they are for any Deuill that will tempt them (and 
Mammon eſpecially is then the God they worship) if po- 
pish, then they are for Antichriſt, and ſo for the Cathali- 
que King, who is his beſt beloued ſonne , and like to be 
the heyre of all that he can giue him. For he vſeth his ec - 
cleſiaſticall Keycs to no other end, but to open and shut 
the heart, and all other houlds, for the intettainement of 
the Spanish pompe and ptide, and for the inlargement of 
that quinteſſemtial Monarchie, though the ſpirit of God 
by the Mouth of Daniell (ay the contraty never ſo petem- 
totily and plaincly, 

But ſome obiect the Kinges bownty in this reſpect 
procceded from the conſideration of his owne charge, 
which he should haue beene at in keepeing thoſe places, 
meerely for the proffit of the vnited Provinces. Perhaps 
indeede this was the cauſe which made him the more 
willing to part with them, vpontheir ſuite,and his Coun- 
ſells aduice : but this doth not leſſen his bownty , nor 
their obligation. For to keepe a chargeable gage, foran 
other mans benefit, ſ@ long as the owner pleaſeth, to te- 
ſtore it ſafely and better in cuery tefpect then it was at the 
feſt ingagement, and that when the owner deſires it, and 
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vpon no termes of aduantage but vpon ſuch as he him= 
ſelfe preſcribes, witneſſcth extraordinary howeſtie in the 
lender and deſerues extraordinary thankſulnes from the 
borrower, Indeede the firſt motion for reddidition of 


theſe places proceeded, perhaps, from ſome who wahed 


well to the Spaniard, anddid not like the continuance of 
this their dependancie vpon England, who was by theſe 
cautions really and perpetually in point of honor, and prof 
fit, and intere#, ingaged for the defenſe of their State and 
title equally with themſelues: And this was ſeconded by 
a windie hamor bred in a few others by proſperitic and 
peace, which looked not ſo farre as the firſt mouets ayme, 
but ſuppoſeing themſelues able to ſtand vpon their owne 
feete, thought ſcotne to hold any longer of others , and 
began to meditate how to forget the hand that helped 
them vp, and to requite that curteſie with. quarrells : 
which they could not doe ſafely (they ſaw) whilſt wee 
had thoſe pawnes in ont cu ſtody. But for the carriage of 
our Qeene of bleſſed memoire deceaſed , of our preſent 
ſeuuereigne, of our Counſell and State in generall, there 
was no paſſage eythet in the firſt taking of them on, in 
the holding, ot reſtroreing of them, but ſauours of reli- 
gion and honor in all apptehenſions, and will do ſo to all 


generations heereafier, 


Againe they obiect that our preſent ayde lent them is 
for our owne ſake; ſince our Parliament generally appie- 
hended theſe Countryes to be as the bu/warks or at leaſt 
as the Counterſcarfe and antwort of our owne land: 
and it was wiſely ſayde of a greate Commander in his 
ſpeech made to the Parliament, Anno 1621. that if wee 
dooſe the Connterſcarfe though it be beyond the- ditch, 
the whole (ortification is accounted loft, Far the m_ 
ermes 
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ſerues but for 4 defence to make tian, ſo that if 


wee wilbe content to looſe the connterſcarfe then wee maſt. 


reſently thinke of nothing but making a faire compoſiti- 
— ſuch,at leaſt,as the beſieger will aſſord vs. And wee 
willingly ackowledg this to be a truth, wishing them to 
do vs good for their owne ſake , as they ſee vs do them 


good as they (ay for our owne ſake. If: wee count them 


our ut. wor kes (as wee doe) they ought to count vs as 
the marketplace,or Sanctmary ot heart of the Citi which 
thoſe outworkes ate appointed to guard, They count 
themſelues and the world generally and worthely counts 
them, to be a wile, politique, and prouideat people; let 
them therefore shew it in this particular, Jouerng vs and. 
doeing vs all the good they can piouftie for religion ſake, 
curteouſtic and readely for. nexbowrhoods ſake , faithfull 
for friendships ſake,or at lea(t politiquely for their owne 
kes, 


Againe they obiect eur people are imployde by this mea. 
wes, and ſo our State pruned, drayned , and disburthened 
of many vnruly and vnneceſſarie members. This is very 
true alſo; for our nation (as tanke (oyles yeeld many 
weedes, and tanke witts many extravagancies) bringes 
forth many people, and withall ſpirits of extraordinary 
temper for the warte; which might be attributed to out 
diet ( ſince wee cate more ſolid flesh then any other Na- 
tion in Eutope) but that wee [likewiſe finde all that is 
bred in out Climate (4s appears by our. Maffines and 
Cocks of the game) are of a more noble and generous 
ſtraine (as I may ſay) then many others,. Theſe ficry Spi- 
rtsarc often moſt vnn ſo that their parents arc weary 
of them, and (ccingthey will take no coutſe to liue othet. 
wile, cloth them furgish tbem with: many , and expoſe 
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them to che wartes, Many of theſe baue the wit and 
gtaceto come ouet well pronided , as theit patents (end 
them ont: others will not leave England till their Mony 
be ſpent, ther clothes worne out, and then ashamed, 
with the predigelt, to returne home for new ſupplyes, 
they come over into theſe parts ragged (as wee fee) a 
Shame to their. parents and Natian. Others leaue their 
trades, and ruune from their Maſters; and this is the true 
canſe of theſe #i and naked regiments , where you 
may fee good bodyes of Mew, very ill apparreiied. And by 
theſe oficourcings,mecn Gels at the pouerty of out State, 
forpettiog they come, though naked , from the land of 
Broad-cloth, and that this raggednes of theits, in (© rich a 
Counttie , is one euident note that they ate made and 
marked out, for the wartes. Indeede therefore wee con- 
feſſe theſe men finde imployment heere by this meancs 
and withall this State findes defence, Beſides the — is 
aur owne, whetewithall they are ſet to worke : for wee, 
with our one monye', clothe them, furnish and arme 
them iu all points compleat for the feild, with this charge, 
that they should fight for theſe Prouinces as they would 
fight for Brittanie, And were it not in regard of Religi- 
on (which wee alwaycs prize and preferre before all other 
reſpes)and in regard of the ſafety of both States which 
equally concernes vs, wee could haue the ſame imploy- 
ment again them which wee haue now for them, and 
that vpon fatre better termes, Where then were they 
(but that theſe reſpects do tye vs io them) if our King 
(which God forbid) hond ſend ſo much monye and ſo 
many men againſt them to the Encmye? The moſt pur- 
plind and partiall perſon may ſee the iſſue, and ſo behold 
this benefice, in the Contrary danger, 

To 
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To tempt vs with iaiuryes therefore , and not to (ce 
their owe inſtant weceſcitie, becauſe the necesſity which 
we politiquely feare & would prevent ſlandi in their light, 
is an imollcrable ouetſight vnwotthie of their wiſc- 
domes, 

To preſume they may do vs hurt witheat danger, be- 
cauſe wee will doe them none, but indexyer our ſelues 
to keepe them from hurt (as being moſt carefall of their 
wellfare with teſpect to our owne aſſurance and theirs in 
common)is a madneſs beyond all meaſure. As if I chould 


rob my neighboute and vndee hum, becaute I know him 


duſied in warching my houſe , 10 ſane me and himſelfe 
from robbing and vndocing. 

Since now wee haue ſufficienily declared out owne 
kiodeneſa, in wooing the vnited Provinces to reciprocall 
curteſies, and the neceſſitie of our ſtandiug together, ex- 
cept both of vsintend tofall; | procerde breefely to per- 
{wade both Natioas to take better notice of ie Enemyes 
traines and deuiſes invented to deuide vs,that ſo wee may 
vnite out (clues to each other more cloſely by vndiſſolu· 
able knots of loue and amitie. And becauſe eroopes 
of Englich newly raiſed may ſome of them aut of renoran- 
ce giue or take offences which might eaſely be auoyded; 
I (whoſe care and ſtudy it is to do good offices betwixt 
them, and to pteuent what is poſſible all shadow of vn- 
kindacs which may ariſe) euen in the leaſt eircomtance 
haue vſed that liber'y af ſpeech in the diſcoorte hither- 
to vnto which I am accuſtomed and natutally inclined: 
Which, though ſome may miſle who neither know me 
not the matter, yet I knowe ſuch honeſt and dowone- 
right freedome to be moſt it and profuable for the oo 
1iQueing of friendship and deeteing of the caſe, which 
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liberty 1 defire. teane to vie in that which folfowes alſo; 
for belides that the ffirocks of A friend are r , in 
being profitable, I vnderſtand this buſines hath need of 
plaine dealting, vnder whoſe ſeuete conduct all affaytes 
proſper, bettet then in the perpetuall Cockering of foole. 
makeing and foole-fauoring flattetie. | 

And firft for my owne Nation, | deſire they would not 
bee 100 iealous, captions,and curious in takeing vnkindnes 
where none is offerd, © Some perſons haue the trick to 
pinne their intereſts and particular ſpleenes vpon the, 
publique ſlecue : and ſo what they haue felt or do feele 
in priuate,maſt neodes bee a generall greeuarice : but wee 
mult be wiſe and waty, not to ſuffer quarrells which may 
fall berwixt--particalars , to troble ot diſturbe the ge- 
ncrall peace; whilſt wee (ce thoſe iniuryes are not backt by 
aut hotitic, and made vniverſall and national!l. 

And if wee muſt not ſuffer real actions to diſturbe our 
affections, much leſſe should wee permit wordes to do 
it, eſpecially euill words from ſuch perſons as haue not 
yetlcarned to ſpeake well, 

Ic is true that Ladyes and gentlewoemen paſſing the 
ſiteets iu ſtrange habits, do often penance amongſt the 
tudet ſort, (as appeated by that moſt vnciuill and batba - 
tous demeanoute vſed lately towards an English Lady in 
Amſtetdam who deſited to (ee the Cittie, and ſuppoſed 
All gouvernemeatsto be as ciuill as Londen)but we muſt 
conſider the ſame ſet of people would wonder aſmuch at 
a Parcat or Poppiniay. It is true alſo that men of all rankes 
ancete often amongſt boyes words of teptoch; but, be- 
ſides that wee cannotaltogitherclcere out owne in ſorne 
dude places from that batbatiſme , what should ſuch 
words of ſcorne ſpued from ſuch mouthes moue vs: 
Since 
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Since iodeede it is our glory to be thoſe English Dogs, 
that haue holpen the Shephicards to chaſe from hence the 
Spanish Wolues, who elſe would haue worryed,not on · 

ly theſe ſilly Lambes, but the harmeles and innocent 

Sheepe, their Fathers, Let not this ſtitre the courage of a 

Man to fury, bat pitty and ſcorne; as Lyons vſe to walke 

with contempt amongſt barkcing whelpes, whoſe $hrill 

notes ate mulick, whilſt the Puppies bite nor. Aſſuredly 
theſe boyes would, and doe too often , vic their Parents 
thus; they know no better; they neuet learned a leſſon of 
obcdicnce, much leſſe of gtatefullnes, to honor thoſe in 
duty who defend them in loue, and often fauours them 

"as the Pellicane doth her younge, whome in exttemetie, 

zhe foſtets and cherisheth with her owne blood. 

It wilbe imputed a folly to me to touch this, but 1 
haue ſcene ſome touched with it. It often falls out that 
r men who affect honor, as it'isthe'ſouldiars ayrne, are 
0 more offended with reptoches and fcornes then actual 
Tl iniuryes, And if it were not ſo, theſe ſpirits would not 
ſell their flesh and blood ſo cheape, farre vader the tate of 
beefe, or mutton, veale,or porke, nor would they indure 

. heateand cold, and hunger and thirſt, when ſeruants(ha- 
ueing more wages) will not, but that there is an ayer of 

praiſe and hope which they (Camelion like) feede vpon, 

and it kills their hearts to heare this blowne away by a 

ſtinkeing breath with diſgracefull language. It were eaſie 

for them by any honeſt trade ot courſe of life to liue well 
in their owne Countryes, for meere neceſſitie doth not 
bring them ouer hither , as if wee wanted meate and 
drinke in England, France or Scotland, but eyther they 
are brought hither to be punished for their idlenes, & be- 
| cauſe they would not at home doe a Arn worke fot 
| great 
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great wages, are forced heere, as in a houſe of cotrectioa, 
to do great worke , yea the hardeſt of all (to overcome 
manic wants, and difficulties, themſelues, and others) 
for little wages : Or elſe, being men made and marked 
ont for the warres, they ſecke and deſite this kinde of 
life, and would choſe it amongſt all others as the moſt 
honorable , though they had nothing for their laboure, 
but the opottunity and lawfull authority , to erchange 
knocks freely, For they deale for honor, as marchants for 
proffit; and they ſtampe in flesh and blood, as the other 
mint in gold and ſiluer. Now then the firſt ſort meetcing 
diſgraceſull words meets but his deſert, it is part of his pu- 
nishment to be reproched and reuiled : but this lat ter, 
who is only couetous of honor, takes it ill, to haue this 
counterfeit coine of diſgrace , put vpon him in ſtead of 
currant money, But I would not haue any of theſe lat- 
ter ſort looke ſo lowe to ſtoope to ſuch pettie praiſe, not 
conttarilte once caſt their eye alide to theſe ſonnes of Be- 
lial, children of Bethell, who would mock Elizeus if he 
came amonge them with a bald head or a ſtrange habir, 
Nay rather | would haue them doe all good they can for 
the genetall State of theſe Countries, with reſpect of thoſe 
good people whoare mixed amonge the wicked, and 
mourne for the abhominatioas which are done in the 
Land. Deare Countrimen, you that be at home in peace, 
pay your monyes freely for the ſupportance and defence 
of theſe, pray for them with valained faith; and you, 
worthycs, that are heere, fight for them with vndaunted 
reſolution, and, if neede bee, dye for them with comfort 
and cheetefulnes euen as for your owne Countrye; ſince, 
2s 1 haue manifeſted , the warte is the fame though a 
liule farther temouta, and beſides that it is alſo a religions 
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warte, being for religion, if the warriours themſelues 
haue any religion in them. 

Againe I am to cxhort my Countrimen, who ate com- 
prehended vnder the name ot greate Brittaines, to shew 
themſclues as ſtrong being now vaited , as they haue 
$hewne themſelues heeretofore being divided, Let both 
the English and Scottish Nations declare by action that 
they haue not lot their old hearts by takeing vpon them 
a new name; but that they ate the ſonnes of thoſe Fa- 
thers whoſe braue blood, ſpilt in the warres, hath inriched 
and manuted theſe feilds, with France, Spaine, and Pa- 
leſtine, and ate ready to do it againe fot the propagation of 
Chriſtian Religion, and for gaincing free and aſſured paſ- 
ſage to the glorious Goſpell of our Lord leſus Chriſt, 

Laſtly I defire & exhort with all earneſtnes that they 
would be carcfullto ſetue the vnited Provinces faithful- 
ly, and not to deceaue them in the leaſt teſpect : whilſt 
therein they ſerue ot decciue their owne Prince and Coun- 
try , with whoſe monyes they are payde , and shall reape 
praiſe and honor ot shame and obloqui of their friends at 
their returne home according as they behaue themſelues 
in theſe imployments abtoade. 

Aud now haucing done with our owne, Iam in 
moſt humble manner , to preſent theſe petitions follo- 
wing which haue learned from the obſeruation of my 
Countrimen to the conſiderations of my ſuperiors in 
theſe parts, in whoſe power it is to redreſſe the enot- 
mities thereby to declare, that they prize vs, as wee doe 
them, 

Firſt that they would be gratiouſly pleaſed ,to heate 
the 01d ſoldiers ſueing for bettet pay, and delireing to be 


diſcharged ofthcir moſt chargeable and vnconſcionable 
Ci Sollici. 
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Sollicitours, who cate them vp by lewish vſuric in an vn · 
reaſonable manner , Soe as I haue heard diuers con- 
ſcionable Commanders (ay, it is almoſt impoſſible for an 
Officer to live (though neuer ſo meanely and modeſtly) 
vpon his meancs, except he decciued the State or Sol. 
diarz Since moſt of his owne meanes is ſwallowed vp by 
the ſollicitor. O that it would enter into the heart of 
thoſe prudent Lordcs,to take a courte for better payment, 
that the Captaines might not haue juſt occaſion to com- 
plaine, nor Coloure to ſceke $hifts by curſed arreſtations, 
there by to deceaue the Country of bodyes, and themſelues 
of ſoules. Then your Companyes would be fuller , and 
the officer would ſetue with bettet courage, becauſe with 
better conſcience. Yea then, if deceite should be vſed or of. 
fered, none would pitty the guilty delinquent, though he 
were made an publique example and ſpedacle of fraude, 
vaworthy his profeſſion. I ſay waworthie his profesſion, 
for I know, whatſocuer othermen vainely thinke , that a 
reall lye is more dishonorable(though cuſtome and com- 
panie cloudes it) then a verball, which is ſo haynous to 
the eate and reputation of a ſouldier. 

But I heate an obiection againſt this ſuite, which I dare 
not mention without craucing pardon aforchand, and 
this it is. as they ſay, God knowes the truth of it; That if 
Sollicitors were diſcharged and better payment made, 
then diuers of the Natives should looſe excellent offices, 
the Generall State let gee 4 faire improuement, and di- 
verſe great perſons could not put their monyes out to v- 
ſurie vpon ſuch unreaſonable conditions. I cannot be- 
lecue this profitable ſinne, can batte the doore againſt iuſt 
reformatiò, though the inſolencie of the Solicitors would 
petſwade me to belecue it; who pteſumeing, as it ſeemes 
and 
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and as the ſucceſſe shewes, vpon ſipportance , date af- 
front the greateſt Commanders and vic them as ſeruants 
not like Maſters by whome they liue. Sometyme Soli- 
citors haue bcene put vpon Captaynes by force, and they 
authorized to take from the Captaynes ordinance the 
beſt part of his meanes though the ſolicitor neuet ad- 
vanced him a penie of mony aforchand, but becauſe he 
contracted with his Predeceſſot; Soe that if a cunning 
Companion who hath a litile ſpare monie can inſinu- 
ate himſclfe into the boſome of a needy or negligent 
Commander, and ſupplyeing his pteſeut wants, faſtena 
peece of mony vpon him, and procure from him an in- 
conſiderate contract, for his life only, let it be neuer fo 
vnreaſonable , yet his ſucceſſor muſt continue it, and 
make it good, nay, perhaps increaſe it out of his meanes; 
and ſo ſucceſſiiuely from generation to generation, if the 
wars should continue it would continue like a tent- 
charge vpon the Captaine or campanic ; whereby it 
cometh to paſſe, that though a Captayne , who venters 
life and all for the State, hath but a terme of life in his 
Captaineship ; Yet the ſollicitot, forlaycing out a hun- 
dred or two hundred pownd, hath halfe the Captaynes 
meanes, and a perpetuitic in that halfe , though he doe 
nothing for the State but helpe to vndoe it. Belides 
though theſe perſons be taken on, that the ſouldiat may 
haue ſound pay, for which the Captayne payes ſoundly, 
as | haue partly shewed , yet their payment is ſoc bad, 
that there e few Captaynes (I might ſay ſafely, none) 
put haue iuſt cauſe to complaine, if their iaſt complaints 
might be heard and tedreſſed. 

But ſuch is the vnequall condition of the perſons and 
the odd and diſteſpectiue carriage of the tyme towards 
them, that the Captaine conttacting with the ſolicitor, 
C ij is bowad 
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nd fot his part,and the ſolicitor is his owne iudge, 
and catues himſelfe what amendes he liſtte th out of the 
Captaynes meanes: but the ſolicitor, contracting with 
the Captaine, is notwithſtanding looſe for his patt, ot 
as good as looſe, ſince he cares not for keepeing his day, 
but often puts the Captaine to borrow, and pawae his 
credit and clothes vpon intereſt for payment of his com- 
panic, when notwithſtanding he payes vic to the ſollici- 
tor for aduanceing it aforchand ; Nay ſay the Captaine 
forbearcs it a moneth or two (as ſomety me it falls out) 
yet he payes vſe for it, and the ſollicitot will not abate a 
ſtiuet, though the one looſeth and the other gaines by 
this meanes, a dooble vie, 

There is alſo a gaines made to the ſolicitor by pay- 
ment of light money, which he knowes the Captayne 
muſt be forced to put away, cannot keepe to change; with 
many other groſle and intollerable abuſes of which I 
haue heard Captaynes complaine , and which crye out 
(for the with-houlding of the labourors due is a crycing 
linne) eythet to the State for redteſſe ot to God for jud- 
gement. I ſee what account David made of his worthies 
and ſouldiars , and how pretious their blood was in his 
fight, when tefuſeing to drinke of the water they fetched 
for him with peril] of their lines, Hee powred it out to 
the Lord and ſayde My God forbid it me that I shonld doe 
this thing: Shall I drinke the blood of theſe men that haue 
put their lines in icopardie : for with the icopardie of 
their lives they brought it therefore he would not drinke l 
wish that all ſolicitors and vſurers would confider this 
ſtorie well, and then they wonld not (except they were 
right Nabals) make it their dayly trade to drinke vp, nay 
to be drunke with the blood of ſuch men, and that whilſt 
they 
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they ate watching that theſe may drinke the ſafet, and figh- 
ting for ſafeguard of that mony, whoſe vſe cates them vp 
tothe bare bones, But if theſe lewes and bloodſuckers 
will not confider it, yet it concernes Dauid and the wor- 
thies of this State to looke to it better, and to their care 
and conſcience | commend it. For if this be not te for- 
med, as it shewes inward corruption and puttifaction, ripe 
for diſſolution, ſo it may, at one tyme or other, by one 
meanes or other, put the State to ſtraights and ditficul 
tyes, did not the auxiliatie Bandes take cate fot it, to defend 
it, and teſpect it, as their owne Countrie, Which care of 
theirs appeared the laſt yeete, at the comming out of that 
Placat, which gaue them, generally ſo much diſcontent, 
and that in the inſtant when they expected the Enemy. 
Which had beene a fit tyme and occaſion to tempt them 
to mutinee, but that faith,h onor, and religion reſtrayned 
them; yea ſuch atyme ; as would haue occalioned ſome 
Nations then to crye for gelt and reformation, or al ſo to 
lay downe their armes, Whereas then, all theſe troopes, 
both British, and French, did nobly and loyally teſolue, 
not to diſpute the point before the fight, but firlt to fight, 
and ſo to diſpute the point againſt the Enemye with the 
edge of their anger and points of their ſwords, that they 
might by their deſerts moue the States to repeale their 
at, and to shew they meriited augmentation by way of 
largeſſe, rather then abatement or abridgement, by way 
of defalcation ; which they would intimate by humble 
petition, without diſputation , after the ſetuice was done 
and the Enemye gone off, and not before, And this te- 
ſolution they generally followed, whereby they deſet- 
ued dne conſideration,and I doubt not in tyme but they 
Shall figde it. They arc Tytants and not Fathers of the

Commonwealth , who take occaſion to be euill, from 
the goodnes of their people; ſo that the better the ſubiect 
or infcrior is, the worſe the ſuperior shews himſelſe to 
bee; and the more he is content for peace,and quiet, and 
conſcience, to ſuffer, the more the othet puts vpon him 
and forceth him beyond his ſtrength to beate and (ſuffer, 
It ball not be ſoe amongſt you, (ſaith our ſauiour to his 
Diſciples) I hope the illuſtrious Lords are our ſauiouts 
Diſciples alſo, and Lam ſure then, It ahall not be foe 4- 
moneſt them. 

Second y I beſeech the State to conſidet whether ot no 
it be fit to vindicate the honor of our king, State and Na- 
tion , together with the King and Queene of Bohemia, 
from the baſe aſpetſions caſt vpon them, by rumor and 
lycing multitude, in the point of their preſent mainte- 
nance, For I know the Common people belecue, and 
giue it out, far a manifeſt truth, as men that will beleeue 
no better, how that royall Payer with their Princely chil- 
dren, lye heere at the charge of this State, and that exacti- 
ons arc layde vpon the people to mainetayne them in that 
humble condition whercin they liue, which (notwith- 
ſtanding it be farre too meane for the dignitie of ſuch 
perſons, yet in the vulgar eye it ſeemes therefore to be to 
haughtie, becauſe they think it comes out of their purſe, 
and to proceed from their beggarly beneuolence. 

This falſe hood is bred and noutished by the Spanish 
faction, who would do worſe then ſlandet them if they 
could, and doe this to make the Counttie hate them, and 
"thereby to prouoke the people for their ſake, to mutinet 
and riſe againſt the preſent goucrnement of the illuſtri- 
ous Lords, as if they were the occaſion of this cauſeles 
and ncedles charge, by harboring theſe diſtteſſed Prin- 
ces 
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The knowledge of this was one of the principal mo- 


tives which cauſed me firſt to put penn to paper in this 
ſubicQ; becauſe I ſaw the honor of my King, Countrie, 
and of theſe Princes traduced and toſt vp and downe by 
lewde lycing, and ignorant tongues, For, in ſtcad of char- 
ging this State with their aboade heere (as theſe fellowes 
faine and giue out) they are euery way helpefull to it, 
ſpending therein many thowland powuds ſtatling by 
the yeere, and cauſeing much to be ſpent, all which comes 
out of England into theſe parts. And l preſent it to the 
conſideration of my ſuperiors, whether it were fit, for all 
their honors, and ſafetyes, to ctye this off, or to make the 
truth ofit ſome way publiquely Fknowne, that the mali- 
tious mouthes of men may in this reſpect be cloſed, and 
that the people may know they beate no burthen but 
their one, yea that wee alſo doe helpe them, out of 
loue, to carry part of that, which belongs io them whol- 

ly to beate, out of duty to God and their Country, 
Thirdly | humbly preſent this motion to the conſide- 
ration of my ſuperiors, whether they thinke it fit or no, 
for the conſolidation of this league, and for the preſetua- 
tion of perpetual amitie betwixt both Nations, to cquall 
vs, if not with their oWne, at leaſt with the cheefe of o- 
ther Nations, who ſetue them as wee doe ; ſince wee 
haue beene, arc, and ate like to bee, as good ſtudds and 
props to this State, as they or any of them haue beene, 
are, or can bee. Let not the aduantage of language make 
a ſtricter band, then that of hearts and hands, If their 
tongues goe before ours, our hearts and hands goe in 
front with them, and haue cuer done ſo, to do this State 
ſcruice, Neither ſpeake I this to diſpatage them or any of 
D them, 
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them ; It is nodiſparagement for the beſt of them, to 
march with vs; Neither ſpeake I this to detrat from their 
deſcruings , but by compariſon of theirs to ſet off our 
owne (which hath beene nothing inferior to theirs) and 
fo to beget equall teſpect for equall metrrit in all ranckes 
and degtees. 

Fourthly I preſent to the wiſe conſideration of my ſu- 
petiots, whether they thinke it fit or no, that in both the 
Indyes and all other places of trade or fishing, their peo- 
ple be ſtraightly commanded carefully to mainetaine pea- 
ce; that they (ell not our loue for a little Jucre,nor inuade 
our ſimple truſt and innocent ſecutitie, with fraude or vi- 
olence, vpon baſe aduantages of tyme, and odds of num- 
ber, ot the like citcumilances of trecheric and iniuric ; 
which, as they may be shadowed with the cloake of lu- 
ſlice, ſo they may ſerue our Enemyes, (who ſeeke to de- 
uide vs,) as Shaddowes to accuſe the vnited Provinces of 
iniuſtice, and thereby to incenſe our State to ſodaine rage 
and sharpe teuenge againſt them as againſt petñdious E- 
nemics. And I could therefore wish that if any should 
date to diſobay the Edicts of the State published for pa- 
cification, they may be perſued as publique Enemyes, who 
by their practiſe teilific the treaſon of their hearts, whilſt 
they endeauoure to giue diſtaſte to our State, thetebxto 
breake the loue and league betwixt Great Btittanie and 
the vnited Provinces, that ſo their Troian Horſe ot Spa- 
nish lennet may come in at the breach, 

Fiftly l would heere ſpeake of honors and rewards to 
be propounded for the ſouldiar of all ſorts and degrees, 
but that I am aftaide to be laught at for my labor, or if 
not ſo, yet to be anſwered with that Common Error 
which goes cuttant for an axiome of State, That Com. 
, wonweales 
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wonweales are incapable of this power to conferre honors. 
I ſce amongſt the Romans, ſeuetall rewards and honors 
of all ſorts, diſtributed fteely and conſlantſy to the beſt 
deſcruers. Thereby to incourage all of cuery ranck, high 
and low, the witty and valiant, in their ſeuerall kindes, to 
do their beſt , and to aduentute for the publique good. 
Titles, honors, lands, immunities , wreathes , chaines, 
ornaments, places in the theater, with diuers other pte- 
viledges, and laſtly ſtatues and triumphes were appointed 
for the well deſcruing ſouldiat. And it is to be obſcrued, 
that whereas the Legionatie bands(which were natives) 
had ſiluet chaines, the Auxiliarie (which were ſtrangers) 
had gould chaines to encourage them, and to binde them 
to the State by benefits, as the others were bownd by na · 
turall loue and duty. But it may be obiected that theſe 
honors conferd by the Romane Commonwealth were 
acknowledged by reaſon of the Monarchie, and did ex- 
tend as vniucrſally, as the Romane command and power 
it ſcife, which tuiched almoſt the worlds circumference : 
but it is not ſo with petry Commonweales, whoſe acts 
ſceme therefore to be priuate, and to be contained in nar. 
row liſtes. And this is true, not would I therefore deſire 
for the wel deſetueiog ſouldiar any honor or preuiledge 
buta publique acknowledgment and reſpect within the 
Vnited Prouinces or whereſocuer they haue power or 
command: this they haue power to confer, as wee ſee 
the State of Ircland gaue the title of King to H. 8, by 
act of parliament , who before was written Lord of Ire 
land only; and what the States could give would ſuffi- 
ciently content the ſouldiat, de ſitons of hogor, and binde 
them the rather to the place and ſeraice , whilſt they 
thould there haue that due reuerence and acknowled- 
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gement, which in other places they should not finde but 
vpon temouall looſe, And for ought I ſee the Honors 
conferd by abſolute Princes , ate of force no farther then 
their owne forces catty them and giue them life and an- 
thority ; as wee (ee in the Emperiall Courts, who will 
not be acknowledged for ſuch in greate Brittaine, and 
ſurely Sit Robert Dudly, what State or ſtile ſo euer he 
walkes vnder ia Florence, muſt in England, if euet he 
returne, vaile bonnet, and teturne to his English titles, 
I ay therefore, had a worthy Commander, after long 
and good ſetuice, ſome publique acknowledgement of his 
merrit; ſome title, or note of honor, ſome preuiledge or 
extraordinarye teſpect and allowance(though it went no 
farther then within the limits and command of the vni- 
ted Prouinces) yet it would animate and ſtirre vp noble 
ſpirits to excellent actions and entteptizes through emu- 
lation. And had a priuate ſouldiat, after long and good 
ſervice, the leaſt acknowledgement of his worth, were it 
but immunitic from the exciſe, increaſe of meancs , or 
any other preuiledge it would incourage a poore man to 
ſerue braucly, But to ſell his flesh and blood, for bread 
and cheeſe, to ſpend his luſtie youth cuen till he atiue at a 
maymed and fickly old age, for ſo much meanes as will 
only keepe ſoule and body togither; in a miſerable man- 
net and (which is worſt of all) if he liues in the wars 20 
ot zo yeetes, neuet to haue hope of due and orderly pre- 
ferment, but to ſee euety youth daunce frog-leape ouet 
his back, this is that which quencketh the courage of all 
honorable vndertakeing, and is the only cauſe (oe little is 
performed vpon the politique and powerfull Enemy, 
Laſtly I humblydeſire all Readers of b0th nations high 
4nd Low, io pardon me and to accept of my good will 
which 
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which aymed heetein to do good, Eſpecially I ſeeke pat · 
don of the illuſtrious Lord and Gouetnots of this State 
who may thinke me too peremptorie, plaine , and pun- 
Quall,ia ſome paſages of diſcourſe, and in the propoliti= 
ons I haue made. But when they shall vnderſtand I haue 


" ſuffered for their fake from mine owne Nation, and haue 


beene taken and chalenged as a Man too much their 
owne and partiall vpon their ſide for what I haue done, 
ſpoken, and written; they will, perhaps the ſooner intet- 
taine my excuſe, and the better beare my plʒinenes and 
bouldnes, And for thoſe of myne owne tion who 
haue thought me to vilifie our owne and to honor this 
people too much, I let them know that I haue done no- 
thing but what the truth and the neceſſitie ofthe caſe te- 
quired, For when I meete a diſcontented Countriman 
of mine owne, who ſeekes to caſe his priuare ſpleene, 
and to reuenge his particular quartell, by inuectiues a- 
gainſt the publique State of theſe Prouinces, then as one 
that vnderſtands how much it concetnes all our welfares 
(eſpecially for point of Religion) to be well conceited of 
each other, and to ſtand togither in firme friendship, ica- 
lous that many fractures should make the ioynt vncon- 
ſolidable, and not knowing with what heart and integt 
thoſe obiections are made, nor how powerfully that 
ſcattered breath may worke, ( whilſt I ſee thin vapors, 
gathering and vnitcing by degrees, breake out at laſt into 
boiſterous ſtotmes and bluſtering windes) I doe what I 
can to oppole theſe in the beginning, and that perhaps 
with a little too much violence, contending for the ho- 
nor of thele parts, 

But againe when I meete with an obſtinate and male- 


volent ſpirit of theſe Conntryes , arrogateing all to their 
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owne worth, ſlighting our King and Kingdome, and 
ſeemeing to rely vpon other Princes in their opinion 
more potent: then indignation lets looſe the reynes of 
my affection, and reaſon accompaines and ſeconds them 
as farre as she is able, to let ſuch blind Braggadochies diſ- 
cerne what they ate able to doe for themſelues, what wee 
haue done for them, and how (whatſocuer they ſay and 
would faine make men bleleeue) they cannot rely with 
that aſſurance vpon any popish Nation, as they may v- 
pon vs, for all our ſeemeing ouerſenes ; Nay that there 
is no Nation vndet the ſunne that can be ſo profitable 
and helpefull to them as that of greate Btittanie. Which 
they may caſely ſee who obſcrue the ſituation and ship- 
ping of both, and conſider that all France, though fate 
more potent at Land, could not haue afforded vs equall 
aſſiſtance to that which theſe Countries, (then weake in 
compariſon of what they are) brought vs in 88 by Seca. 
Nor can all France (though they were our ſuperiors ia 
ſtrength, as yet no triall by battell hath giuen them the 
aſſurance) ſo ſupply their wants and ſecond theit warres 
offenſiue and defenſiue by Land and Sea as wee can doe, 
Thus incountring with English aduerfarics, I shew my 
ſelfe a plaine dealeing Dutchman; and incountring the 
Dutch, I shew my ſelfe what am, a true hearted English 
man; But heere where I ſpeake freely I declare impattial- 
ly what I haue knowne, or heard vpon both parts; what 
greeuances ought to be temoued, what cautions ought 
to be obſcrued, what diligence ought to be vieden both 
ſides, to ſettle and make ſtrong this old league renued, in 
conſeruation whereof the liberty of both States, yea of all 
Chiiſtendome", yea of Chriſtianity it ſelfe in ſome fort, 
conſifteth, The wrack of Religion is that which is ay- 
med 
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med at, is that which I feare; and were it not for Religi- 
on I would ſtudy, and should ſoone nde the way, to be 
a polititian alſo. Now I haue ſayd nothing with a purpoſe 
to oucrvaluc our preſent ayde (l haue ſpoken aſmuch of 
theirs) or to vpbraide this State with ingratitude , or as 2 
man that grutched at what wee giue and thought it too 
much (1 wish it much more) oras one that imagined the 
wiſemen of theſe Lands did not ſee all this, and more too, 
without my light; farre be this folly from me: Nay ta- 
ther my intention is to let the common man ſee this, 
who will not vaderſtand it, or at leaſt acknowledge it; 
That when he ſees the truth, he may make better ac- 
count of vs then he vſcth to doe, For I muſt tell them 
for concluſion, that our Commons & the State generally, 
for religions lake principally,is ready to drop their money 
aud their blood freely for this Nation: only the wiſe- 
dome of our State holds vs back becauſe they ſee vs too 
forward, and kaow well, that what is proffered is con- 
temned, and what is too common,cloyes, Soe all the 
Remotaes and rubs theſe men finde intheir affaires with 
vs is from th's ground. Whereas on the contrary they 
ate the Commoas of the vnited Provinces who flight 
our people, doe vs al the wronge at home and abroade, 
where they can take any aduantage againſt vs, and giue vs 
and our State all the diſguſts they recciue, This I beleeue 
proccedes principally from that irreligious or ſuperſtiti- 
ous mixture, which is amongſt them , who eyther cor- 
tupt the reſt that are truly religious and true patriots , or 
at leaſt, by their multitudes, ſo ouetſway the good, that 
they cannot doe, for vs and themſelues, as they would, 
And for this cauſe, Their State and Stateſmen yea the 
illuſtrious Lordes themlclucs are forced by authoritic and 
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power to reſiraine them from cuill , and on their be- 
halfes, to doe vs all the good they can, Soe you may ob- 
ſerue that with vs the generall currant runns ſtrongly in 
fauour of theſe Prouinces, particulars only oppoſe it 
for polecie or perhaps ſome for popetie; but in the vni- 
ted Prouinces the generall curtant runs ſtrongly againſt 
vs, and therefore their State or ſome particular perſons of 
it, achamed of the common folly, indeauor to mend it. 
I make a queſtion if this people were in peace as we are, 
and wee in warte as they are, whether or no their Com- 
mon people would as willingly and readely offer them- 
ſelues and their monyes for vs, and preſle the States for 
permiſſion, as wee offer our ſelues and our monyes free- 
ly for them, and preſle our ſupetiots by ſuites, intreatics, 
aud humble petitions, to giue vs leaue to aſſiſt them. 1 
am perſwaded, thoſe that grutch and tepine, at the ex- 
ciſe which is raiſed for their owne inſtant and moſt ne- 
ce ſſarie defenſe, would grutch farre more to doe it for o- 
thers, But it hath not beene long ſo, their forefathers 
who with thcir blood bought their preſent libettie, were 
of an other minde. And thoſe Popelings, Libertines,and 
Sectaties amongſt them who ate now all ſick for change, 
would, if the Lord should ſo plague them as to giue them 
their heattes deſite( which I conſtantly hope, and heatiely 
pray for the ſake of the faithfull which ate amongſt them, 
that he will not) ſoone finde the difference of gouerne- 
ment;when in ſtead of Fathers,and Brethren,and Sonnes, 
and Kinsfolke, and a Prince of their owneeleion, yea 
ſuch a Prince,ſuch a Generall, as neuet Nation met with 
a more moderate, affable, ptudent, diligent, watchfull, pa- 
patient, prouident, and in all reſpects one more fit for 
them:in ſteade of ſuch, I ay, they should haue Strangers, 
Tyrants, 
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and Tyrants ſet ouet them, who haue shown heretofore, 
and would zhew againe,if they had meanes, that ( what= 
ſocuer we foolishly petiwade our (clues io the contrarie) 
they neither teſpect Law, nor Promiſe, nor Oath ; nor 
make difference of Religion, or Sexe, or Perſon; but 
ſecke onely ſatisfaction of their Libidinous, Ambitious, 
Cruell,and Couctous deſites. 

This I thought good briefly to intimate, that, if it be 
pollible, we may teceiue reciprocall kindneſſe from this 
Nation generally ;and then they need not doubt no more 
then we our {clues doe, but that, where his Maieſtie ſends 
this yecte ſixe thouſand Foot for their ayd, the next yeere 
(it they should need, as I hope they shall not, pray they 
may not) a Royall Armie will, in the name of God and 
out King, command the inſulting and incroching Ene- 
mie, to ſtand backe, and giue vp, what he hath vniuſtly 
({wallowed, and what he $hall neuet digeſt to doe him 
good, but which may proue as fatall to his entended Mo- 
parchy,as that Flesh was to the Eagle, which she ſnatched 
from the Altar,to the firing of het owne neaſt. 

And this out of queſtion we with them should effect, 
without reliance vpon other vncertaine Leagues, if we 
would ſeriouſly vnite out Forces by Land and by Sea, and 
follow that footing which God hath lately giuen this 
Nation in the Weſt Indyes. But of this there is little hope 
whilſt thoſe fatall quartells in the Faſt Ind yes lye feſteting 
betwixt vs in blood vnappeaſed, and no ſuch reall ſatiſ- 
faction is giuen,as may witneſſe the imparriall Iuſtice and 
neceſſitie of the cauſe if true(which with the circumſtan- 
ces giues great occalion of ſuſpition] or teſtific by exccu- 
tion of the delinquents (if they be found to couer tteche- 
tie and murthes vader the appatance of luſlice) that they 
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ill not hazard the loſle of his Maieſties protection, and 


out loues, for the liucs of a few Libertines z becauſe they 
loue vs for ſome thing elſe belides their owne profit, and 
will bew the world it is not true which their Enemies 
flanderouſly giuc out, That they know no God but Caine, 
1 Religion but Reaſon of State, no Hennen but thu pre · 
ſent World, and no Friend bat themſe lues. For our parts 
we shew our ſelues to be Subiefs of ſuch a Soueraigne, 
as loues no mans perſon ſo well to make vs loue or pro- 
tet his ſinne. If they haue dealt treacheroufly, we dif 
Claime them for our Countreymen, and can be as well 
content to fee them ſuffer worthely, as Pyrates and other 
offendots who arc put to death as publique Encmics to 
all Nations, But if ours be Innocent, and this cryme be 
tayſed by policie to ſupplant them from. thoſe parts as is 
luggeſted,then we hope and expect a ſevere example hal 
be made vpon thoſe Diucls, who tothe end they may do 
cuill, and ſatis fie their cruelties (which they exerciſe euet 
where they are Maſters ) doe not forbeare cuca to accule 
the Innocent, as Satan did Luſi /#b. But ſparing to cen 
ſure this on cher (ide, till we ſee the cauſe cleared by 
ſcucre, (rickr, and impartiall examination, which 
we hope for and expect, we pray God io bicfle 
and proſper this League of Loue begun, 
and to conuert or confound 
all that wish the | 
comitatic. 
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
